London. Dec. 7. 
The Daily Tele­ 
graph, 
commenting 
editorially on 
1’resident McKinley's message, this 
morning says: 
"It used to be Amer­ 
ica’s proud boast that she had no for­ 
eign policy. 
Judging from President 
McKinley’s message the new world is 
no more free from the burdens of diplo­ 
matic negotiations than the old.” The 
Telegraph eontin ue*»: 


•‘Moreover, there are serious dangers 
of revolution in Spain, and the discreet 
adjectives President McKinley applies 
to Gen. W eyler’sJpolicy will not lessen 
the latter’s popularity. 
Much depends 
upon the attitude of 'congress. 
If, as 
our correspondent thinks, the jingoes 
acquiesce in the decision of the exe­ 
cutive to give the Spaniards a chance, 
all may yet be well; but recent exper­ 
ience does not iu ike us oversanguine. 


The Daily Chronicle describes the 
message as weak and colorless, com­ 
pared with the vigorous handling of 
public questions to which Mr. Cleve­ 
land accustomed us. 
It hay»: "The ex­ 
planation of this is simple. Mr. Cleve­ 
land was in front of congress: Mr. Mc­

gress, assembled a t the seat of govern­ 
ment, with many of whose 
senators 
and representatives I have been as.so- 
ciated in the legislative service. Their 
m eeting occurs under felicitous condi­ 
tions, justifying sincere congratulation 
and calling for otlr grateful acknowl­ 
edgement to a beneficient Providence 
which has so signally blessed and pros­ 
pered us as a nation. Peace and good 
will with all the nations of the earth 
continue unbroken. A m atter of genu­ 
ine satisfaction is the growing feeling 
of fraternal regard and uniflcatlnn of 
all sections of our country, the incom­ 
pleteness of which has too long delayed 
realization of the highest blessings of 
the Union. The spirit of patriotism is 
universal and is ever 
increasing in 
fervor. 


The public questions which now moat 
engross us are lifted far above either 
partisanship, prejudice or former sec­ 
tional differences. 
They affect 
every 
part of our common country alike, and 
permit of no division on ancient lines. 
Questions of foreign policy, of revenue, 
the soundness of the currency, the in ­ 
violability of national obligations, the 
improvement of the public service, a p ­ 
peal to the individual ctmsclence of ev'- 
ery earnest citizen, to wh.atever party 
ho behmgs or In whatever si’ction of the 
country he may reside.

The 
brief review of w hat was accomplished 
from the close of Uie w ar to 1893 m akes 
unreascmable and groundless any dis­ 
tru st either of our financial ability or 
soundness; while the 
situation 
from 
1893 to 1897 must admonish congress of 
the immediate necessity of S(» legislat­ 
ing as to make the return of the condl- 
ticns then prevailing lm|M>sslble. There 
are many plans propost^d as a remedy 
for the evil, 
liefore we can find the 
true remedy we must appreciate the 
real evil. It Is not that our currency of 
every kind Is not good, for every dollar 
of it Is good; good bncause the govern­ 
m ent’s pledge will not be broken. How­ 
ever, the guaranty of our purpose to 
keep the pledge will be best shown by 
advancing towards it.^ fulfillment. 


Theevll of the present system Is found 
In the great cost to the government of 
saair.talnir.sr tlvt r-arity at siur ditierent 
form.s of money; tJtat is, keeping all of 
them at par with gold. We surely can­ 
not longer be heedless of the burdtm 
tills irnpcises upon the people even u n ­ 
der fairly prosperous conditions, while 
the past four years have demonstrated 
that it Is not only an expensive charge 
upon the government but a dangerous 
menace of the national credit. 
It i.^ 
manifest that we must devise some plan 
to protect the governrci*nt against bond 
issues for repeated redemptions. 
VVe 
m ust either curtail thn opportunity for 
speculation, made easy by the m ulti­ 
plied redemptions of our demand ob­ 
ligations, or Increase the gold reserve 
for their redempticm. 


We have $900,000,OfcO of currency which 
the government by solemn enactment 
has undertaken to keep at par with 
gold. Nobody is obliged to redeem in 
gold but the government. 
The banks 
are not required to redeem In gold. The 
government is obliged to keep equal 
w'ith gold all its outstanding currency 
and gold obligations, while its receipts 
are not required to be paid In gold. They 
are paid in every kind of money but 
gold, and the only means by which the 
government can with certainty get gold 
is by borrowing. 
It can get It In no 
other way when It most needs it. The 
government without any fixed gold re v ­ 
enue is pledged to maintain gold re­ 
demption. which it has steadily and 
faithfully done and whicii under the au 
thority now given it will continue to 
do so. 


The law which requites the govern­ 
ment after having retleemed its United 
States notes to pay them out again as 
current funds dem ands a constant re ­ 
plenishment of the gold reserve. 
This 
is especially so in times of buslne^.s 
panic and when the revenues are ln- 
sufflcient to meet the expenses of the 
government. At such tims the govern­ 
ment has no other way to supply its 
deficit and m aintain redemption, but 
through the 
increase of its 
bonded 
debt, as during the administration of 
my predecessor, w'hen 
$262,315,400 of 
per cent, bonds were issued and sold 
and the proceeds used to pay the ex­ 
penses of the government in excess of 
the revenues and sustain the gold re ­ 
serve. While It is true that the greater 
part of the proceeds of these bond/ 
were used to supply deficient revenue.« 
a considerable portion was required to 
nmini tiii the gold reserve. 
W ithout 
rev.-iuies equal to our expenses there

•hottid jiive the iiecrétànr o f-thè' ti 
ory'authority to sell bonds at torts òr- 
short periods bearing a less rate of in­ 
terest than Is now authorized by law. 
I earnestly reoomniend, as soon as 
!he receipts of the government arequltc 
iufflcient to pay all the exepenses of the 
yovernment, that when any of the U nit­ 
ed State» notes are presented for re- 
aerrption in gold and are redeemed in 
gold such notes shall be kept and set 
apart, and only paid out in exchange 
for golcV This is an obvious duty. 
If 
the holder of the United States note 
prefers the gold and gets it from the 
. government he should not receive back 
from a United States note without pay­ 
ing gold in exchange for It. The reason 
for this is made ail the more apparent 
when the government issues an inter­ 
est-bearing debt to provide gold for the 
redemption of United States notes—a 
non-interest bearing debt. 
Surely it 
should not pay them out again except 
on demand and for gold. 
If they are 
put out In any other way they may re­ 
turn apain to be followed by another 
bond issue to redeem them —another In- 
terest-bearing debt to redeem a non- 
interest bearing debt. 


In my view it is of the utmost Im­ 
portance that the government should 
be 
relieved 
from 
the 
burden 
of 
providing 
all 
the 
gold«« required 
for 
exchanges 
and 
export. 
This 
responsibility is alone borne by the 
government w ithout any of the usual 
and necessary banking powers to help 
Itself. The banks do not feel the strain 
^f gold redemption. 
The whole strain 
rerts upon the government, and the 
size of the gold reserve in the treas­ 
ury has come to be, with or without 
reason, the signal of danger or of se­ 
curity. 
This ought to be stopped. 
If 
we are tn**:ave an cm of prosperity in 
the country with sufHcient receipts for 
the expenses of the government we may 
feel no immediate em barrassm ent from 
our present currency; but the danger 
still exipts, and will be ever present 
menacing us so long as the existing 
system continues. 
And, besides, it is 
in times of adequate revenues and bus­ 
iness tranquility th at the government 
should prepare for the worst. 
We can 
not avoid without serious consequence 
the wiseconsideration and prompt solu­ 
tion of this question. 


The secretary of the treosury hns 
outlined a plan in great detal! for the 
purpose 
of 
removing the threaten d 
rticnrrence of a depleted gold re.‘=K'rvc 
and save us from future einbarrassn’ent 
on that account. 
To this plan I invite 
ynnr (careful consideration. 
I concur

fact value of the bonds which they have 
depi sittd for clrucuiatlon, and tl a t the 
tax on circulatli’Lr note.s secured by de­ 
posit of fuich bmifl.-i V)e reduced to one- 
linlf of 1 per cent. i)er annum. 
I alFO 
Join him in recommendlngthat autborit y 
eivt II for the establishment of ra -

country to be Hi'pplled with currency 
to mi-et their needs.

Turning to the practical asipects of a 
recognition of belligerency and review­ 
ing its inconveniences and positive dan­ 
gers still further pertinent consideri- 
tions appear. 
In the code of natlona 
there Is no such thing as a naked recog­ 
nition of belligerency 
unaccompanied 
by the assumption of international neu­ 
trality. Such recognltlcn without more 
will not conftM' upon either party to 
a domestic conllict a status not hereto­ 
fore actually possessed, or affect the 
relation of either party to other states. 
The act of recognition usually takes the 
form of a solemn proclamation of neu­ 
trality whicih recites the de facto con­ 
dition of belligerency as Its motive. It 
announces a domestic law of neutrality 
In the declaring- state. It assumes the 
International obligations of a neutral In 
tlie presence of a public state of w'ar. 
It warns all citizens and others within 
the jurisdiction of the proclaimant that 
they violate those righteous obligations 
at th»‘ir own peril, and cannot expect 
to be shielded from the consequences.

States will remain to be taken. When 
that time comes that action w ill'be 
determined in the lire of indisputable 
right and duty. It will be faced with­ 
out misgiving hesltency in the light of 
the obligation thip government owes to 
itself, to the people who have confided' 
to it the protection of their interests 
and hero» and to humanity.- 


Sure rl .he right, keeping free from 
all offenst ourselves, actuated, only by 
upright 
and patriotic conslderatlrns, 
moved neither by patclon nor selfish­ 
ness, the government will continue Its 
watchful care over the rights and pror- 
erty of American citizens, and 
will 
abate none of Its eiTorts to bring about 
by peaceful agencies a peace which 
shall be honorable and enduring. If It 
shall hereafter appeal* to be a duty Im­ 
posed by our obligations to ourselves, 
to civilization anil humanity, to Inter­ 
vene with force It ?hall be w ithout fault 
on our part, and only because the ne­ 
cessity for fsucb action will be so clear 
as to command the sup;iort and approv­ 
al of the civilized world.

Netotlatlon of R««iproolty Treaties—The 
8eal Question—Arbitration. 


In order to execute as nearly as pos­ 
sibly the pixivisicns of the third a rd 
fourth sections of the revenue act ap­ 
proved July 24, X897, I appointed the 
Hon. John A. Kasson, of Iowa, a special

The ne­ 
gotiations are now proceeding with 
several governments, both European 
and American. It is believed th at by a 
careful exercise of the powers conferred 
hy th a t act some grievances of our own 
and of other countries In our mutual 
trade relations may be cither removed 
or largely alleviated, tind that the vol­ 
ume of our commercial exchanges may 
be enlarged with 
advantage to bolli 
contracting parties. 


The efforts which had been made 
during the two previous years by my 
predecessor to secure better protection 
to the fur seals' In the north Pacific 
ocean and Behring sea were renewed at 
an early date by this administration, 
and have been pur.'=ued with earnest­ 
ness. 
Upon my invitation the govern­ 
ments of Jap a n and liUv^sia sent dele­ 
gates to W ashington and an interna­ 
tional conference was held during the 
months of October and November last, 
wherein it was unanimously agreed 
that under the existing regulations this 
specifs of useful animals wa.s threat­ 
ened with extinction and that an inter­ 
national agreem ent of all the interested 
powers was necessary for their ade­ 
quate protection. 


The government of Great Britain did 
not see proper to he represented at this 
conference, V)ut subsequently sent to 
Washington as delegates 
the expert 
commissioneri? of Great 
Britain and 
Canada, who had during the pa.st two 
years visited the IVlbllof islands, and 
who met In conference similar commis­ 
sioners on the part of the United States. 
The result of this conference was an 
agreement on Important facts connect­ 
ed with the condition of the seal herd 
heretofore 
In dispute, 
which should 
place beyond controversy the duty of 
the governments concerned 
to adopt 
measures without delay for the preser­ 
vation and restoration of the herd. Ne­ 
gotiations to this end are now In prog­ 
ress, the result of which 1 hope to l)o 
able to report to c(uigress at an early 
day. 


International arbitration can not he 
omitted from the list of subjects claim­ 
ing our consideration. 
lOvents have 
only served 
to strength the g<*neriil 
views cn the questicn exi>r<'ssed In my 
Inaugural addre;-s. The best sentiment 
of thi civilizeil wmid is nmvlng towaid 
the settleifeiit of diiTert‘i;ces l)etwe< n 
nations w'ithept resoitin^ to the horrors 
of war.

There is, however, eo tar 
as 1 know, no authority for sapposiug 
that pipes at all resembling our tobacco 
pipee were used for this purpoee. Lyte 
says of coltsfoot: 


*‘The perfume of the dried leaves 
ledde npcm qnicke coles, taken intoithe 
mouth through the pipe of a fnnnell, 
or tnnueli, helpeth such as are troubled 
with the shortnesse of winde, and fetche 
their breath thicke or often, and do (sic) 
breake without daunger the impostema 
of the breast. *’ 


This is the usual form of the direc­ 
tions given in such cases, and Gerard 
follows it almost word for word, add­ 
ing, however: 


"Being taken in manner as they take 
tobaoo, it (coltsfoot) mightily prevail- 
eth against the disease aforesaid.** 


This is pretty good evidence that to- 
baooo pipee were not in use in Lyte*s 
time, bnt had been introduced in Ge- 
rard*s. In Sylvester’s “Tobacco Batter­ 
ed and Their Pipes Shattered*’ tobacco 
pipes are spoken of as a new invention: 
Two unoakto Engines, in this latter Age 
(Satan's short Circuit, the more shaip his rage) 
EUivo been invented by too-wanted Wit, 
Or rather, rented from th’ Infernall Pit, 
Chías andTobaoco'pipes, with Fire and Bmoak, 
(At least) a Third part of Mankind to ohoak. 


He considers the later invention the 
more devilish of the two. —Notes and

Ituliau uaturalist, stilted that the seeds 
were of the genus coréis, coniuiouly 
called Judas trt)e, and that they belong- 
ed to au order of Iegun»iuos.sai fouud 
only in central Africa or the Antilles. 
It was found, ui)oii examiuatiou, that a 
great number of the .seeds were actu^illy 
in the lirst stage ot 
germination.—
